WASHINGTON, Dec. 18— An unprecedented plan for 
backing Britain to the limit, without considering the dollar 
signs on the bill, went to the nation today with President 
Roosevelt’s pronouncement that the best immediate defense of 
the United States is the success of Great Britain in defending 
herself. 
Should such a "short-of-war” program bo adopted, an authorita­ 
tive source predicted, the United States would buy and send to Eng­ 
land at leaet $2,500,000,000 worth of tanks, airplanes and other muni­ 
tions before the end of the war. 
After the war. arrangements would be nude for repayment of 
this help “in kind” under a gentleman’s agreement between the two 
countries. 
President Roosevelt devoted most of a 50-minute press conference 
yesterday to describing the plan—a brand new idea, he termed it— 
and made it clear that it is one of several now being explored.

war from a legalistic viewpoint.

Removal Of Alleged 
Illegal One-Mill Tax 
Requires Cost Cuts 


Commissioners Agree On 22 Percent 
Lower Budget For 1941 Than ’40; 
Tax Delinquencies Assailed 


Drastic cuts in county salaries “from lop to bot­ 
tom’’ and sweeping slashes in other operating costa 
were agreed upon Tuesday afternoon by the county 
commissioners to balance the 1941 budget 
A one-mill levy, collected “illegally” for the last 
three years, will not be assessed next year and this 
will mean a reduction in county income of about 
$80,000. 
The 1941 budget, as tentatively approved, sets up expenses 
of $387,366.75 compared to $499,249.26 appropriated as of Nov. 
22, in 1940. This is a reduction of $111,882.51—or 22 percent. 
To effect this, the commissioners decided to reduce appro­ 
priations for each department so sharply that even elected pub­ 
lic officials—whose salaries are set by law—will be given IO per­ 
cent pay cuts. The deputies, clerks and stenographers probably 
will experience cuts ranging from 8 to 20 percent or more and 
possibly 15 or 20 jobs will be abolished. 
The alleged illegal levy was uncovered early in October dur­ 
ing an audit of county hooka by Paul L. Courtney of the Ohio 
Chamber of Commerce’s research department, who had been re­ 
quested to make the study by the Bast Liverpool Chamber’* 
taxation committee. 
When Mr. Courtney and the East Liverpool committee ex­ 
plained the situation to the county commissioner*, the latter re­ 
quested assistance in planning the 1941 budget so aa to stay 
within the limits of the proper income. 
' Mr. Courtney’* study revealed that ainee the levy first was 
assessed “ illegally” in 1938 the coat of operating various county 
offices ha* increased coniidergbly. He showed the eommisaion- 
era that other counties of similar population* in Ohio in many In­ 
stances operate offices at coats lower than the costs in Columbi­ 
ana county. ( Hee table en page IO.)

THERE is a case to be made for 
a policy of disarmament, non- 
resistance and peace at any price. 
But there is no case whatever for 
a policy which consists in adopt­ 
ing a great program of armaments 
and then dawdling over it, in de­ 
claring for the support of those 
who resist aggression and then of 
hesitating and haggling over each 
and every measure to support them. 
Indeed, this policy which is the 
policy we actually are following.

Defense Centers Will Serve 


All American Republics

WASHINGTON, Dec. l l —Actual 
work 
has 
started, 
authoritative 
sources revealed today, on selection 
and surveying of a chain of air and 
naval bases In South and Central 
America. 
The inter-American b a s e s — 
which will be made available to 
the air and naval forces of all 21 
American republics—are described 
as outposts in the establishment of 
an impregnable defense system to 
insure 
the 
western 
hemisphere 
against aggression from either Eu­ 
rope or Asia. 
The defense sites will be pro 
vtded, it is said, by the South and 
Central American republics and 
will remain their property, without 
leases or any change in sovereign­ 
ly . 
The United flutes, by loans to 
the various nations, will finance 
improvements, where required, in­ 
cluding expansion of existing facili­ 
ties for service and repairing ships 
and planes and the fortification of 
the bases, these sources reported. 
While most of the bases and 
sites already have been selected, 
their locations and other deUils 
are classed as “military secrets’’. 
In each Instance, the decision on 
the bases was reached by the mili­ 
tary and naval authorities of the 
* country Involved, working in coll­ 
aboration with United flutes offi­ 
cials. 
None of the proposed bases. It 
f was explained, has any connection 
with the naval bases whieh the 
I United flutes acquired from Great
